John Berendt has seen his 1994 non- 
fiction novel Midnight in the Garden of 
Good and Evil break all records on the New 
York Times best-seller list. The book was 
also made into a 1 997 Clint Eastwood movie 
starring Kevin Spacey and John Cusack. 

The true story is centered on Berendt 's 
experiences while living on and off in Sa- 
vannah, Ga. for 10 years beginning in the

sional performance, but it was also 
clear that Dust had not managed to 
win over all of its Tuscaloosa-home 
audience. 

Dust began in February of 
1997 with Dave Bowman, Shelton 
student (vocals and guitar), and 
Chris Arnold (drums) with amainly 
acoustic sound. 

Within a year and a half, due 
to member changes and alsochanges 
in the music of the decade. Dust 
became a hard- rock/heavy alterna- 
tive band. Around February or 
Marchof'99, the band's bass player 
left and Justin Kenny was recom- 
mended to take his place. 

According to Arnold, the 
group right now is "just trying to 
play and make a name for ourselves 
in our own hometown." They real- 
ize the difficulties they've encoun- 
tered trying to play their music the 
way they want in Tuscaloosa. 

Eventually. Dust does plan 
on moving to a larger city, but cur- 
rently, according to Arnold, the 
group "is building up our skills so 
when we do move on ... we will be 
able to hang." 

Many people categorize Dust 
as being a Christian band. Bowman 
states that he "doesn't like to be 
called a Christian band. We!rejust 
talking about topics that pinpoint to 

us and present the truth in a way that 



anybody can understand." The 
songs deal with "issues that people 
try to make a big deal about, espe- 
cially religion," Bowman explains. 

Some original songs include 
"Ocean Blue" (deals with Christo- 
pher Columbus), "Mama's Angel" 
(describes the Grace and Peace of 
the Maker), and "Denomination 
Black" (describes the religious im- 
age of God; to strive for strength in 
the Father, not the rules made by 
man and denominations). 

Dust does not want to con- 
form to what people think they 
should be, but they did try to tone 
down their music to appeal to the 
audience they were performing for 
at the Lyric Hall. 

When Dust opened for Indi- 
ana Jones at the Lyric Hail, they 
performed more covers from bands 
such as U2, Bush, and Led Zepplin. 
The group tried to understand what 
the crowd would want to hear, and 
then played it for them. 

Two weeks later attheChuk- 
ker. Dust plays their music the way 
they want to play it. There are no 
restrictions or limitations on how 
they play. The group can be wild 
and loud, and that is what its core 
audience likes. 

The consensus of opinion of 
those who follow the band is that if 
you hear Dust the first time and 
really dislike theirmusic, don't give 
upon them. After you hear them 



two or three times, the group just 
might start to grow on you. They 
are a very talented group of musi- 
cians, and the biggest asset of their 
performance is being able to be 
themselves on stage. 

So, will a hard-rock band like 
Dust be able to survive long enough 
in a soft-rock college-town like 
Tuscaloosa to learn its trade? 

For the sake of musical di- 
versity in this multiple-campus 
town, it sure would be pretty to 
think so.

dealer named Jim Williams, shot and 
killed a notorious violence-prone as- 
sistant named Danny Hansford. 

By the time Berendt's story 
gets to the first of Williams's three 
trials, the readers know Williams is in 
for a wild ride. People in the city take 
sides for and against him as he at- 
tempts to maintain his haughty de- 
meanor in the face of scandal and 
eventual imprisonment. 

The story is tilled with all of the 
elements that make Southern litera- 
ture from Faulkner on so interesting: 
sex, violence, old mansions, and gen- 
teel manners skillfully maintained to 
ward off the gruesome skeletons hid- 
ing in everyone's closet. 

The author's painstaking re- 
search is obvious as one reads the 
story. He knows the minds and hearts 
of the Savannahians he chronicles 
because he not only follows them 
around observing their actions and 
noting their conversations, but he 
also interviews them repeatedly and 
follows up carefully on the informa- 
tion they give him. 

The story eventually takes a 
supernatural twist as Williams con- 
sults a voodoo practitioner to help 
him out of his jam. Minerva does her 
best work just before and after mid- 
night in the cemeteries around Sa- 
vannah. Good potions are concocted 



before midnight and evil ones just 
after on the grave sites she calls "gar- 
dens." 

The Sept. 23 presentation at 
Shelton is sponsored by the college 
in cooperation with the Tuscaloosa 
Public Library. It will be held at 7 
p.m. in the Bean-Brown Theatre. 

Berendt's appearance and lec- 
ture is billed as one of Shelton's 
Millennium Evenings, a project that 
continues throughout the rest of the 
year but reaches its apex with the 
author's appearance. 

A reception will be held in the 
atrium of the college immediately 
after the lecture. Copies of the book — 
both hardcover and soft — will be 
available for purchase. Berendt will 
also be available for autographing 
his book. 

The reception will feature a 
musical combo who plan to play 
some of the Johnny Mercer tunes that 
are mentioned throughout the novel. 
Mercer was a native of Savannah and 
is buried there. Williams lived in 
beautiful Mercer. House built by 
Johnny Mercer's great-grandfather.

one of the five chairs on stage and 
listen to the director talk about re- 
hearsal dates and the audition pro- 
cess.

The Victor Poole Learning 
Center at Shelton offers help for 
those students who need tutoring in 
math, Englishand writing. Whether 
you are a students who is truly strug- 
gling or a student who just needs a 
little help, the Poole Learning Cen- 
ter is the place to go. 

The Center provides students 
with computers for a variety of uses, 
among them: Internet, word pro- 
cessing, statistics, spreadsheets, 
study skills, resume writing, and 
multimedia programs in Spanish. 
economics and history. 

Camille Cochrane, head of 
the math department, says, "Most 
students wait until it's too late to get 
help. It is better to go ahead and get 



help early if you do not feel com- 
fortable in class." 

Open to all students, the Cen- 
ter has, according to Cochrane and 
other instructors, an excellent staff. 
Tutors are available Monday 
through Thursday from 10 a.m. to 7 
p.m. On Friday, they are available 
from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

Rebecca Colburn, a tutor in 
the Learning Center, says, "I en- 
courage students to come by — even 
if it is just to work on their home- 
work." She said the regulars seem 
to get an edge in their classes. "Most 
come to get questions answered that 
were not answered in class." 

What other tips does Colburn 
have for students? "Do all home- 
work and pay attention in class!'* 
she says. 



Everyone is invited to a dis 
cussion of the biggest best-seller of 
all times. Dr. Jim Kenny of the 
mass communication program at 
Shelton will take the audience 
through the points of interest in the 
book he calls "the best example of a 
non fiction novel to come out in 20 

years." 

The discussion will be held 
Tuesday, Sept. 21 at 12:15 p.m. in 
the meeting rooms just off the caf- 
eteria in Shelton State's atrium. 

Kenny says he has been ex- 
cited for months about the forth- 
coming visit to Shelton by John 
Berendt, author of Midnight in the 
Garden of good and Evil. "I read 
the book with great interest when it 



first came out because I did my 
doctoral dissertation on this kind of 
writing. I focused particularly on 
Truman Capote's In Cold Blood 
and Norman Mailer's The Execu- 
tioner Song which are both models 
for and precursors of Berendt's 
work." 

Kenny says he has been dis- 
cussing the fine points of Midnight 
with his classes since the beginning 

of the fall semester. "There is so 
much forbudding journalists to learn 

from studying Berendt's methods 
in the book. There is nothing tricky 
or confusing in his story. He just 
follows people around Savannah 
and interviews them in great depth 
to tell his story. I think it is so 



popular a work because people 
know nothing is made up in it. If 
you go to Savannah now you will 
not only see the same places Berendt 
saw. but you are likely to sec some 
of the same people too!' 

Kenny has scheduled his me- 
dia writing to meet with and inter- 
view Berendt while he is at the 
college on Sept. 23. "He was a very 
successful journalist in New York 
for 20 years before he visited Sa- 
vannah and came up with the idea 
for this book. We can all learn so 
much from him. I'm enjoying shar- 
ing what I know with my students 
and I'm looking forward to discuss- 
ing the book with others at the Book

computer strategies. 

Mund is a retired local busi- 
ness owner who operated several 
retail stores over the years, begin- 
ning in 1915. Mund has been an 
active member of many business 
and professional boards as well as 
civic organizations.

Sasncttc lists three major 
reasons why health linkage is valu- 
able to students. : 1) It is cosl 
effective, allowing students to 
complete 40 to 50 percent of a 
curriculum at a college or univer- 
sity close to home before transfer- 
ring to Wallace State, 2) Linkage 
students receive good academic 
advisement which opens the com- 
munication How to Wallace State 
and insures that students take 



proper courses and, 3 ) It enables 
the student to apply for linkage 

scholarships. 

"Employment in the health 
fields continues to be strong, but 
the same economic principles of 
supply and demand apply." said 

Sasnette. "We must insure that 
we meet the demand for health 
professionals. But," hecautioned, 
"we cannot produce an ovcrsup- 
ply of graduates without reducing 
either income levels or employ- 
ment opportunities." 

The health linkage program 
reduces the need for duplication 
of services among Alabama's col- 
leges and universities, thus saving 
money for Alabama taxpayers. It 
promotes cooperation within the 
Alabama College System.
